— A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  24II1  says 
that  President  Roca  gave  a  banquet  on  that 
day  at  whicli  the  diplomatic  corps,  cabinet  awl 
other  high  functionaries  were  present.         '^Sr 

— No  wonder  London  does  n't  willt  to  loan 
any  more  money  to  Argentina,  Not  only  is 
tlie  Argentine  goverunreTit  proposing  to  build 
■a  new  nail  for  congress,  but  they  are  even 
appropriiitiiig  $\  [,000,000  for  disappropriating 
land  in  t!ie  city  of  Buenos  Aires  for  the  site. 

— The  Engl iidBlipeakiiig  community  nt  Mon- 
tevideo is  a  vei'y  small  one,  but  still"  the  Brit- 
ish Hospital  there  is  welt  sustained.  The 
April  report  shows  19  patients  under  treat- 
ment from  March,  18  admissions  during  the 
mouth,  2-i  discharged;  2  deaths,  and  14  re- 
maining under  treatment  at  end  of  the  month. 
There  were  also  n  out  patients  011  (he  register. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  charges  ate  : 
fo.oo  a  clay  for  a  private  room,  #2.00  for  semi- 
private  rooms  and  p. 00  for  general  ward. 
These  rates  are  ofoeotirsa  in  gold,  but  they  are 
not  so  high  as  to  keep  p-itients  away.  Besides 
this,  every  subscriber  paying  $12  per  annum 
is  entitled  to  send  one  free  patient  during  the 

—The  reported  trip  of  General  Roca  to 
Brazil  is  now  confirmed  by  telegraphic  advices 
from  Rio.  The  Argentine  minister  in  Rio  has 
communicated  to  the  Brazilian  President  that 
General  Roca  contemplates  visiting  that  re- 
public shortly  ami  it  issaid  that  it  will  have 
for  prime  object,  the  celebration  of  an  alliance 
between  Argentina,  Chile  and  Brazil  to  operate 
against  the  alleged  desires  of  the  United  States 
to  absorb  those  republics  !  This  seems  rather 
too  funny,  for  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  the 
States  made  up  their  mind  to  have  the  three 
republics,  the  celebration  of  alliances  would 
not  have  much  effect  in  opposing  it.  The 
visit  of*  General  Roca  will  most  probably  be 
made  some  time  this  year  probably  in  July  or 
August  when  the  chances  of  yellow  fever  are 
at  a  low  ebb.—  Times,  Buenos  Ayres. 

— To  understand  what  splendid  siilors  the 
Argentines  are.,  one  should  read  the  following 
from  the  Tillies  of  Argentina  of  19th  iust.  : 

"Bulged  plates/twisted  keel,  parted  rivets, 
bent  propeller  blades  and  other  things  repre- 
sent tlie  bottom  of  the  cruiser  0  dc  Julio  lying 
in  the  dry  dock  in  this  port  at  the  present 
time.  Tlie  reporting  committee  admit  fthat 
the  damages  are  such  as  to  be  impossible  of 
repair  here,  so  that  the  craft  will  have  to  go 
back  to  Armstrongs  under  easy  steam  to  be 
patched  up,  another  little  order  for  the  New- 
castle firm  tha»will  represent  about  lb,  24,000, 
This  is  rather  a  tall  price  to  add  to  the  original 
cost  of  the  vessel  on  her  first  real  trial  to  sea 
but  que  vamos  d  hacer.  We  shall  all  have  to 
pay  and  grin  and  bear  it  whilst  tlie  minister 
of  war  is  grumbling  about  his  reduced  sheet 
of  expenditure  ami  tbe  minister  of  finance 
singing  uiituneful  ditties  about  economies  and 
loans  that  won't  come  off,  assisted  or  other- 
wise." 

— Here's  an  instance — a  small  one,  but  with 
a  big  moral  attached— of  the  injury  done  to  the 
port  itself  by  the  quarantine  abuses  imposed 
by  tlie  bungling  health  authorities.  It  deserves 
to  be  known.  When  the  U.S.S.  "Newark),  ar- 
rived here,  it  was  with  the  hopes  of  having 
the  ship's  washing  done  here,  none  having 
been  done  for  some  thirty  days.  This  would 
have  represented  a  bill  of  some  J250  or  $300 
to  the  benefit  of  the  poor  port  laundresses. 
But  as  she  was  kept  in  quarantine  for  four 
days  out  of  the  seven  that  she  had  to  stop 
here,  the  washing  could  not  be  given  out,  and 
the  laundresses  are  left  lamenting.  This  is 
only  one  instance  out  of  many  in  which  trade 
and  money  are  kept  out  of  'the  port  bv  these 
miserable  quarantine  arrangements.  Though 
tlie  vessels  and  passengers  who  endure  the  in- 
fliction are  the  primary  sufferers,  tlie  port  also 
loses  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  good  the 
quarantine  may  ^.—Montevideo  times. 

—We  have  a  great  admiration  for  the  South- 
ern Ctoss  of  Buenos  Aires.  It  is  so  lightly, 
brightly  written  where  serious  principles  are 
not  involved,  and  so  fearless  where  they  are, 
that  we  agree  with  our  contemporaries  in 
placing  it  in  the  forefront  of  English-written 
journalism  111  South  America.  Our  colleague 
has,  however,  fallen  into  an  unintentional 
error  in  claiming  connection  with  Capt.  Cogli- 
lau's  celebrated  offence  to  the  German  Em- 
peror by  singing,  not  reciting,  11  Hoch  der 
Kaiser  !»  The  fact  of  tbe  matter  is  that  we 
found  that  exquisite  squib  in  the  New  York 
Maritime  Register—  the  last  paper  in  the 
world  in  which  to  look  for  poetry— and  repro- 
duced it  in  our  issue  of  June  7H1  last  year,  giv- 
ing credit  to  its  author,  «A,  M.  R.  G.»  in  the 
Capetown  Owl.  On  the  24th  of  the  same 
month  the  Southern  Cross  republished  tlie 
pieoe,  with  the  same  printer's  error  we  over- 
looked, ami  all  our  South  American  exchanges 
did  the  same,  about  the  same  time.  The  New 
Orleans  Picayune  copied  the  verses  from  us, 
mistake  and  all,  at  the  end  of  June,  and  the 
thing  caught  on  like  mad  in  the  States  im- 
mediately. Mr.  Frank  Carpenter  did  not 
reach  New  York  until  October  last,  and  the 
men  of  the  Oregon,  who  left  before  his  arrival 
knewit  by  heart  when  they  reached  Rio 
early  in  November.  This  is  tlie  first  time  we 
have  caught  our  accurate  colleague  in  a  slip, 
and  as  we  are  indirectly  concerned,  we  'put 
the  case  on  record.  We  feel  convinced  that 
the  Southern  Cross  will  be  the  first  to  grant 
us  priority  of  appreciation  ill  this  case,  as  far 
as  South  America  is  concerned. 


—Telegrams  from  I/mdou  state,  that  the 
Argentine  government  has  resolved  to  desist 
tram  raisiwg  a -loan  in  that  nnrket  at  the 
present  tiiflfi.  The  report  th:it  the  loin  had 
been  floated  was  a  mistake. 


— Brazilian  Four  per  Cent.  b:m  Is  of  1889 
have  risen  to  65  14  on  tlie  speech  of  the  Presi- 
dent at  the  opening  of  C  > tigress,  in  which  lie 
described  tlie  proposed  economies,  the  gov- 
ernment outlays,  and  the  reduction  of  note 
circulation.  He  said,  however,  that  the  effect 
of  his  proposals  will  not  ba  felt  until  19m. 
We  would  advise  intending  investors  in  Bra- 
zilian securities  to  aw  lit  the-actuil  results  of 
the  proposals  before  purchasing. —  The  Statist 
May  6. 

—  Tlie    hopeful   tone  of  M.  Cimpos  Salles' 

message  has  given  another  fillip  to  Brazilian 
stocks.  The  President  foresees  excellent-results 
from  the  policy  of  financial  reform  which  he 
is  industriously  carrying  -out  and  expects,  jjv 
reducing  the  expenses  in  every  possible  wav 
anil  augmenting  the  customs  revenue,  to  have 
a  surplus  in  the  present  year  of  10.378  contos. 
The  propusd  to  farm  out  the  Central  rail- 
ways is  approved  of  by  the  President  ;  and 
as  congress  has  given  him  entire  liberty  of 
action  in  this  respect,  we  are  likely  to  hear 
more  about  the  matter  before  long.  With 
the  financial  outlook  iljpre  reassuring  there 
have  been  some  good  transactions  hi  Brazilian 
Fours,  which  have  advanced  a  point  on  the 
week.  The  gathering  ill  of  the  coffee  crop 
will  soon  be  followed  by  a  larger  export 
trade,  which  may  be  expecteil  to  accentuate 
the  improvement  in  the  exchange  and  con- 
sequently maintain  the  firmness  of'  Brazilian 
securities.  —  The  Clitic,  May  6. 

— Brazil,  with  all  her  vaunted  zeal  for  finan- 
cial regeneration,  finds  it  impossible  to  bal- 
ance the  189S  accounts  after  four  months.  So 
far,  the  revenue  of  last  year  is  guessed  at  362,- 
862  contos,  against  342,650  contos,  and  the  ex- 
penditure is  put,at  409,290  contos,,'  against 
372,810.  On  'tflp  Ik'Sl  showing,  therefore, 
there  is  a  deficit  of  46,428  contos  of  reis  ;  but 
President  Campos  Salles  eJH  it  to  he  re- 
duced when  the  accounts  are'filially  made  up. 
The  ['resident's  sanguine  disposition  is  further 
exemplified  in  his  estimate  that  the  current 
year  will  show  a  surplus  of  30,378  contos,  He 
tells  ns  not  to  be  impatient  for  immediate  re- 
sults from  the  funding  arrangement;  for  its 
effects  will  not  be  felt  until  next  year.  We 
sincerely  hope  some  of  them  may  be  expe- 
rienced even  then.  The  President  still  talks 
economy;  but  he  includes  the  recovery  from 
the  individual  slates  of  «  several  taxes  really 
belonging  to  the  union  »  as  necessary  to  the 
restoration     of     budgetary     equilibrium.     No 

doubt,  if  tlie  states  were  self-denying  they 
could  restore  the  credit  of  the  republic  so  far 
as  it  has  not  been  hopelessly  compromised  by 
mismanagement  and  maladministration,  but 
we  fear  the  President  has  very  little  chance  of 
compelling  or  inducing  the  wealthy  provinces 
to  abandon  their  encroachments  on  sources  of 
revenue  which  are  federal  under  the  consti- 
tution.— Financial  Neivs,  May  4. 

—  The  tiew  Brazilian  President's  congress- 
ional message  is  in  accordance  with  what  was 
expected  of  him.  And  if  he  can  but  carry 
out  even  a  portion  of  his  policy  he  will  have 
effected  much  for  the  benefit  of  bis  country. 
For  the  past  year  the  revenue  and  expenditure 
figures  are  not  yet  complete.  But  it  seems 
clear  that  there  will  lie  a  deficit.  For  the  cur- 
rent year,  judging  from  the  first  quarter,  the 
President  hopes  for  a  surplus.  During  the 
current  year  two  millions  sterling,  borrowed 
in  London  in  1897,  will  have  to  be  repaid, 
as  well  as  32,000  contos  of  treasury  bills  and 
bank  loans,  Not  until  1900  will  the  good 
effects  from  the  Loudon  convention  of  June 
last  be  felt.  He  adds  that  40.000  contos  of 
paper  issues  will  be  burned  in  the  year.  Of 
this  amount  [4,000  contos  have  been  already 
dealt  with.  This  is  certainly  very  satisfactory, 
and  we  can  only  hope  that  the  President  will 
be  able  to  continue  tiis  policy.  The  President 
is  in  favour  of  leasing  the  Central  railway. 
And  in  his  message  he  shows  that  the  lines 
already  leased,  which  formerly  gave  deficits, 
are  now  giving  surpluses.  He  promises  sooner 
or  liter  to  deal  with  the  Central  railway  as 
authorised  by  congress,  and  thus  greatly  to 
improve  Brazilian  finance.  But  to  reform" the 
finances  completely  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  diminish  the  masB  of  paper  money.  This  is 
one  of  the  cardinal  points  of  the  presidential 
policy,  another  being  the  raising  of  a  guarantee 
fund  and  the  accumulation  of  a  redemption 
fund.  For  all  this  it  is  necessary  that  the 
greatest  economies  should  be  practised  and 
that  every  possible  retrenchment  should  be 
enforced.  As  the  republic  seems  to  be  now 
firmly  established,  ami  order  to  reign  every- 
where, the  President  hopes  to  effect  ecoiMMp, 
both  in  the  army  and  in  the  navy.  TliePT 
is  much  room,  likewise,  for  economies  in  tlie 
civil  service.  And,  in  addition,  the  President 
declares  strongly  in  favour  of  free  trade. 
Whatever  Brazil  can  produce  better  than  other 
countries  she  ought  to  export  ill  the  largest 
measure  possible.  Whatever  other  countries 
can  produce  cheaper  and  better  than  Brazil 
the  Utter  ought  to  import.  This  is  in  itself 
the  plainest  and  simplest  statement  of  the 
doctrine  of  free  trade ;  and,  clearlj-,  for  a 
country  in  the  economic  condition  "of  Brazil 
it  is  tlie  true  policy.  Free  trade,  retrench- 
ment, reform  of  the  currency,  reform  of  the 
finances,  fulfilment  of  all  obligations,  the 
maintenance  of  order,  the  respect  of  the  rights 
of  others— these  comprise  the  President's  po- 
licy, and  it  is  a  very  honourable  policy.  —  The 
Statist,   May  6.

the  biggest  infant  in  the  international  animal 
show,  brazil  is  less  than  ten  years  old  as  a 
republican  government,  and  to  what  it  will 
grow  110  one  can  tell.  It  has  twenty-one  states, 
some  of  which,  like  this  state  of  Sao  Paulo,  ' 
are  growing  so  rich  and  so  powerful  that  they 
may  break  off  from  the  main  body  politic  and 
become  republics  themselves.  Each  of  the 
Brazilian  states  has  its  local  politics  and 
politicians.  Its  people  are  full  of  state  pride, 
and  the  federal  union  has  tiot  the  strength 
that  it  has  in  other  South  American  countries. 
Brazil  is  so  vast  and  its  sections  are  so  far 
apart  that  without  belter  railroad  and  tele- 
graphic communications  it  will  be  impossible 
to  manage  it  well  from  Rio  de  Janeiro.  I  have 
written  something  about  Matto  Grosso.  That 
state  is  one  sixth  the  size  of  our  whole  country. 
How  long  do  you  think  it  takes  the  federal 
officials  to  get  to  it  from  Rio  Janeiro?  It 
requires  more  than  a  mouth  by  steamboat. 
The  distance  is  3.840  miles,  for  one  must  go 
clear  around  by  Montevideo  and  up  the  Para- 
guay and  other  rivers  to  reacli  its  capital, 
Cuyaba.  It  takes  a  month  to  go  from  Rio  to 
Manaos.  the  Capital  of  the  chief  province  of  the 
Amazon,  and  Para,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Amazon, 
is  as  far  awav  from  Rio  almost-  as  it  is  from 
■  the  United  States. 

I  tell  you,  this  is  a  big  country.  It  is  the 
j  Russia  of  the  South  American  continent.  It 
is  as  big  as  the  United  States  without  Alaska 
I  and  our  outlying  possessions.  ■  It  ranks  fifth 
:  among  the  great  countries  of  the  world.  It  is 
i  longer  from  north  to  south  than  from  Pittsburg 
I  to  San  Francisco,  and  wider  from  east  to  west 
than  from  New  York  city  to  Salt  Lake.  It 
I  comprises  about  half  of  all  the  laud  of  South 
!  America,  and  it  has  in  it  more  than  half  the 
]  people. 

!      We  look  upon  South  America  as  a  Spanish 
j  continent.     It  would  be  just  as  proper   to   call 
j  it  a  Portuguese  continent,  for    Brazil  is  Port- 
uguese, and    its    18,000,000  people   speak   the 
'  Portuguese  language.     The  Brazilians  are  dif-     . 
j  ferent  from  the  other  South  Americans.     They 
j  have  a  character   and  customs    of  their   own. 
and  they  are  now  for    the    first   time    running 
their  country  for  themselves,   and    that   upon 
republican  methods. 

I  find  Brazil  far  different  from  what  I  sup- 
posed it  to  be.  Many  of  you  look  upon  it  as  a 
vast  lowland  forest  with  here  and  there  a 
coffee  plantation  or  a  rubber  grove,  and  all 
arottndand  everywhere  the  ghost  of  the  yellow 
fever.  The  real  Brazil  is  this  only  in 'spots. 
It  is  an  empire  with  soil  and  productions  equal 
in  their  variety  to  those  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  climate  in  many  parts  as  salubrious  as 
that  of  any  part  of  our  country. 

Brazil  is  by  no  means  all  flat.  The  Amazon 
valley  is  a  great  lowland  plain  about  as  wide 
as  from  New  York  to  Cleveland  and  as  long 
as  from  Philadelphia  to  Denver,  sloping  gently 
from  the  Andes  to  the  Atlantic.  It  is  covered 
with  forests  bul  much  of  it  is  healthful,  and 
on  the  Amazon  itself  the  weather  is  cool  for 
a  great  part  of  the  year. 

South  of  the  Amazon  valley  are  highlands, 
some  sterile  and  others  afflicted  with  terrible 
droughts.  Just  below  the  Amazon  valley 
they  are  having  a  drought  now.  ami  the  ships 
of  the  Brazilian  government  are  carrying  the 
starving  people  to  tiie  rubber  camps  of  the 
Amazon,  where  they  can  get  work. 

Below  this  there  are  other  great  plains, 
varying  from  moo  to  3,000  feet  above  the  sea 
and"  having  a  climate  in  which  white  men  can 
live,  Upon  these  plains  there  are  rich  farms. 
Many  parts  of  them  need  only  a  slight  cul- 
tivation to  make  them  produce. 

The  southern  half  of  Brazil  is  the  most 
healthful  pait  of  the  country.  There  are 
regions  near  here  which  are  as  healthful  as 
any  part  of  the  world,  I  am  now  a  half  mile 
above  the  sea  and  tins  is  the  nature  of  most  of 
the  land  of  this  region.  There  are  about 
a  million  and  a  half  people  in  the  state  of 
San  Paulo.  The  state  of  Miiias  Geraes,  just 
4,000,000  people,  and  just

come  back  to  southern  Brazil  by  rail.  I  took 
the  chances,  however,  and  still  live.  I  spent 
a  day  or  two  in  Santos,  ami  thence  came  over 
the  coast  mountains  to  Sao  Paulo,  the  biggest 
city  of  lower  Brazil.  Sao  Paulo  is  the  coffee 
metropolis  of  the  country.  It  is  one  of  the 
richest  cities  of  South  America,  and  it  is 
growing  as  fast  as  any  town  on  our  hemis- 
phere. In  1870  it  had  14,000  inhabitants. 
Within  the  next  ten  years  it  doubled  its 
population,  and  it  now  has  about  200,000. 

Before  I   begin    my    tour    through    Brazil    I 
want  to  give  a  general  idea  of  the  country.     It

In  the  town  of  Rio  Grande  there 
are  five  daily  papers,  in  Porto  Alegre  six  and 
in  Pelotas  four  There  are  yood  banks  run  by 
Englishmen,  but  nearly  all  other  businesses 
are  managed  by  Germans.  There  are  German 
stores,  cigar  factories  and  breweries  About 
one-sixth  of  all  the  inhabitants  are  Germans, 
and  on  this  account  the  country  has  been  called 
West  Detitschl.md.  Of  late  a 'large  number  of 
Italians  and  Portuguese  have  come  in  but  the 
workshops  and  nearly  all  the  export  trade  is 
still  iii  the  hands  of  the  Germans,  and  they 
own.it  ts  said,  about  one- fourth  of  the  property. 
In  a  quarrel  between  Brazil  and  the  kaiser 
this  state  might  easily  break  away  and  demand 
German  protection. 

The  climate  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  about 
that  of  Washington  city.  In  January,  mid- 
summer, the  thermometer  goes  up  as  high  as 
100,  and  in  the  winter  mouth  of  July  the 
ground  ts  often  covered  with  snow. 

North  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  are  the  states 
of  Santa  Cathariua  and  Parana,  both  of  which 
will  some  day  be  populated  by  Europeans. 
They  arejvery  similar  to  Rio  Grande  and  have 
vast  midjpeloped  areas.

VISIT    TO   SANTA    'BARBARA    AND 
THE  COFFEE  PLANTATIONS 

OF  S.  PA  ULO.  9 

In  concluding  his  accpunt  of  the  American 
minister's  visit  to  the  coffee  centre .  of  the'1 
state  of  S.  Paulo,  the  correspondent  of  the 
C'oireio  Rtulistano,  who  accompanied  the 
diplomatic    party,    writes  : 

A  festive  and  cordial  reception  was  made 
here  [at  Santa  Barbara]  to  the  American  min- 
ister, by  more  than  a  hundred  of  his  country- 
men, among  whom  were  Messrs. Charles  Hill, 
De  Mane,  Whtttaker  and  Carlton,  belonging 
to  the  colony  of  this  locality.  Mr,  Hall  offered 
a  splendid  breakfast  to  Col.  Bryan  and  his 
companions  de  voyage,  in  his  fine,  pleasant 
and  comfortable  farm-house  a  few  meters 
distant  from  the  station.  Mr.  Hill's  family 
gracefully  did  the  honors  of  the  house, 

We  left  here  at  1 1 130,  amidst  great  many 
cheers  raised  for  the  American  diplomatist. 
From  the  veranda  of  Mr.  Hall's  house,  the 
ladies  waved  their  handkerchiefs  as  a  farewell 
signal.  Col.  Bryan  is  the  first  American 
minister  who  has  visited  this  part  of  the 
Paulista  territory,  His  Excellency  shows  more 
and  more  admiration  for  the  beauty  of  the 
country  through  which  we  are  passing. 

As  stated  in  my  last  telegram,  we  arrived 
at  Santa  Veridiana  to-day,  19th,  at  4:11  p.m., 
and  taking  the  buck-boards  in  waiting  there, 
we  were  driven  to  the  plantation  of  Brejao, 
a  splendid  excursion. 

The  roads  are  bordered  all  the  way  by 
extensive  coffee  plantations,  either  on  low 
grounds,  hills,  or  mountain  tops,  magnificent 
nerspectives  which  were  the  object  of  the 
travellers'  admiration  and  enthusiasm. 

Meanwhile,  the  special  feature  of  the  ex- 
cursion was  the  forest,  half  way  between 
Santa  Veridiana  and  Brejao,  a  forest  of  enor- 
mous myrtle  trees,  sublime  and  gigantic, 
growing  amidst  euterpes,  of  thin  espiques  and 
imbaubas  with  silvered  leaves. 

On  the  margins  of  the  road,  intermingled 
with  many  old  specimens  of  forest  vegetation, 
we  saw  and  admired  a  profusion  of  bignonias 
and  ipomoeas,  and  on  small  inoitas  aphelau- 
dras  of  golden  color,  and  olyvas  of  glaucous 
green. 

We  stopped  in  front  of  two  «jequitibas  » 
— (couratari  legalis) — two  giants,  one  measur- 
ing in  circumference  47  English  feet  (or  16 
meters)  and  the  other  18  meters,  exclusive 
of  the  buttress-like  roots,  which  extend  some 
10  to  12  meters  along  the  ground.  One  of 
these  trees  had,  perhaps  in  a  storm,  lost  a 
small  branch  30  meters  long,  measuring  at 
its  base  one  meter  in  diameter.  Both  these 
magnificent  examples  were  covered  with  del- 
icate octomerias  and  finest  rhipsalis. 

Leaving  the  forest,  we  went  on  continuously 
through  coffee-plantations  to  Brejao,  near 
which  we  passed  through  the  laborers'  settle- 
ment. We  were  received  by  Dr.  Eduardo 
Prado  with  all  the  chivalry  he  is  noted  for, 
and  on  the  veranda  were  introduced  to  Ma- 
dame Prado. 

The  dinner  went  off  with  the  greatest 
animation,  the  key  note  to  the  feast  having 
been  given  by  Mr,  Barbour  Lathrop,  a  wonder- 


ful conversationalist,  an,  excellent  companion 
de  voyage,  and  a  dextrous  turkey  cuver. 

Ill  the  morning  we  -vent  111  buck-boards 
through  by-paths  up  to  Dr.  Antonio  Prado's 
farm,  where  we  arrived  at  9:30,  having  again 
admired  in  the  forest  tllegraud"  jequitibis,  » 
of  which  we  have  already  spoken,  and  of 
one  of  which  a  photograph  wis  taken. 

At  Santa  Veridiana  we  were  received  b\j 
the  iidmiiiisliut/or  Mr.  Henrique  Ribeiro,  by 
whom  we  were  shown  the  orange  grove,  the 
coffee  cleaners,  the  terreiros,  where  the  work 
is  in    its  full    activity. 

At  11:15.  time  of  the  departure  of  the  ex- 
press, we  made  way  to  S.  Paulo  having  in 
the  special  car  as  our  companions  to  Pirassu- 
nuuga,  Dr.  Eduardo  Prado  and  Messrs.  BenLo 
Carvallioand  Henrique  Ribeiro. 

We  arrived  at  this  capital  a  little  after 
7  p.  m.  the  American  minister  having  been 
complimented  by  some  of  his  countrymen  at 
Santa    Barbara, 

The  reception  everywhere  amounted  to  an 
ovation,  the  excursion  and  banquet  given  by 
the  president  of  the  state  and  ministers  on 
the  last  day  of  the  American  minister's  visit, 
being  princely.  Everywhere  magnificent  floral 
decorations,  bright  bunting,  military  music, 
sumptuous  fare  :■' lirl  enthusiastic  expressions 
completing  the  diplomat's  well  planned  jour 
ney.

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Whatever  may  be  one's  opinion  of 
the  political  administration  of  the  coun- 
try, there  can  be  no  denying  the  fact  that 
it  has  as  yet  given  no  cause  for  the  gross 
abuse  heaped  upon  the  President  during 
the  past  week  by  a  jacobin  deputy  from 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  We  have  found 
many  things  to  criticise  in  the  admin- 
istration of  President  Campos  Salles, 
but  we  have  never  yet  thought  it  lack- 
ing in  patriotism  and  good  intentions. 
Last  3rear  the  President  took  upon 
himself  the  responsibility  of  improving 
the  finances  of  the  country,  and  in  this 
lie  received  invaluable  assistance  from 
foreign  creditors.  If  he  is  to  be  charged 
with  any  fault  on  tins  score,  it  is  that 
he  has  dallied  and  hesitated  in  carrying 
out  the  agreement  made  in  London. 
As  we  then  stated,  it  seemed  to  be  the 
best  solution  of  the  crisis  obtainable, 
but  it  would  result  disastrously  to  the 
country  if  it  is  not  immediately  supple- 
mented with  economies  and  reforms 
which  will  largely  reduce  public  expend- 
itures. Six  months  and  more  passed 
before  anything  was  done,  and  the 
apathy  shown  was  censured  as  it  deser- 
ved. This  year,  however,  something 
has  been  done.  Economies  have  been 
realized,  though  they  have  sometimes 
been  offse*  by  supplementary  credits 
and  by  projected  new  expenditures — and 
twenty  thousand  contos  of  currency 
have  been  destroyed-  And  for  this,  for 
an  attempt  '0  meet  a  public  engagement 
with  the  bankers  who  have  done  so 
much  to  support  the  waning  credit  of 
this  country,  the  President  is  now 
insulted  and  ridiculed  by  men  who  only 
yesterday  were  seeking  to  control  his 
actions.  If  maintaining  the  foreign 
credit  of  Brazil  is  an  act  of  madness, 
then  there  are  a  great  many  business 
men  in  Brazil  who  will  henceforth  vote 
for  March  hares  for  the  presidency. 
The  chauvinism  of  Deputy  Erico  Coelho 
may  sound  patriotic  in  many  an  ear,  but 
it  is  not  the  voice  of  wisdom.  Brazil 
wants  credit  and  capital,  and  it  is  only 
through  an  honest,  business-like  policy 
that  she  will  get  them.  And  there  is 
no  loss  of  dignity  in  listening  to  the 
advice  'of  men  who  have  had  wide 
experience  in  such  matters,  nor  loss  of 
independence  in  complying  with  the 
just  demands  of  those  who  have  the 
right  to  make  them.  A  nation's  "sover- 
eignty* does  not  cover  the  right  to 
repudiate  contracts  and  obligations,  any 
more  than  a  congressman's  "privileges" 
imply  a  right  to  insult  the  head  of  the 
government  and  to  violate  the  law  at 
pleasure.  Brazil  has  no  warmer  friends 
than  the  great  London  bankers  who 
occasionally  cable  their  opinions  to  the 
President  and  his  cabinet,  and  the  Presi- 
dent deserves  all  praise  for  remember- 
ing that  fact. 


THE  ^WILMINGTON*  CASH. 
There  are  a  few  more  particulars  in 
the  "Wilmington"  case  which  should  be 
placed  on  record,  and  one  contested 
point  which  requires  further  comment. 
It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  local  press  is 
expressing  but    few  opinions   on   the 


subject,  though  at  the  outset  t\\&/or,nal 
do  Commotio  stated  that  there  was 
absolutely  no  occasion  for  the  alarm  in 
Mauaos,  and  that  permission  for  the 
navigation  of  this  river  is  not  required 
by  the  decree  which  opened  the  Amazon 
to  the  world . 

From  various  reports  published  by 
the  press,  we  find  that  the  "Wilmington" 
left  Manaos  for  Iquitos  on  April  5th, 
arrived  at  Iquitos  on  the  12th  and 
returned  to  Manaos  on  the  21st.  The 
public  meeting  in  Mauaos  to  protest 
against  this  act  was  held  on  Sunday 
April  9th  (and  not  011  the  15th,  is 
stated  last  week)  on  which  day  the 
American  consulate  and  residence  of  the 
Amazon  Company's  agent  were  assaulted 
and  stoned.  On  the  return  voyage  from 
Iquitos  the  «Wihnington»  visited  Taba- 
tiuga  and  Cadajoz,  and  were  prevented 
from  landing  at  the  last-named  place  by 
officials  and  soldiers.  At  Mauaos,  it  is 
stated,  the  health  au thorites  did  not 
visit  the  ship  and  a  cold  reception  was 
received  from  officials  everywhere.  On 
the  following  day,  orders  were  issued 
from  the  capitania  forbidding  pilots  to 
take  service  on  fie  vessel,  which  pre- 
vented the  "Wilmington"  from  ascending 
the  Madeira,  as  intended.  And  it  com- 
pelled her  commander  to  pilot  his  own 
ship  back  to  Para.  On  the  22nd  Com- 
mander Todd,  accompanied  by  Consul 
Kennedy,  of  Para,  called  on  the  acting 
governor  of  Amazouas  and  were  not 
received,  the  excuse  given  being  that 
he  was  very  busy. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  pacific 
objects  of  the  « Wilmington' s»  visit  were 
well  known,  there  can  be  no  possible 
excuse  for  these  exhibitions  of  discour- 
tesy and  ill-will.  The  American  officers 
believed  the  Amazon  to  be  open  to  the 
commerce  of  the  world,  and  they  inter- 
preted this  to  mean  just  what  is  under- 
stood-at  home.  A  Brazilian  naval  vessel 
can  ascend  the  Mississippi  on  such  an 
errand  and  receive  a  courteous  welcome 
at  every  point,  and  Commander  Todd 
and  Consul  Kennedy  naturally  believed 
that  they  would  receive  the  same  wel- 
come along  the  Amazon.  Unfortunately, 
however,  they  were  mistaken.  Their 
speeches  have  been  laboriously  misin- 
terpreted, and  even  Commander  Todd's 
courteous  letter  to  the  acting  governor 
of  Amazonas  on  April  23rd,  has  been 
distorted  by  unfriendly  comment. 

And  now,  in  regird  to  the  question  of 
"dominion."  Has  a  nation  the  right  of 
exclusive  dominion  over  rivers  rising 
in  one  country  and  flowing  through 
another,  it  being  understood,  of  course, 
that  navigation  extends  to  the  country 
where  the  river  has  its  origin?  Here 
are  a  few  of  the  authorities  : 

Bv  the  Roman  law  a  free  passage  is  sfivsii 
to  all  parties  over  all  unviable  rivers  with  the 
use  of  the  shore  {jus  I  Maris)  for  unloading 
cargo  and  anchoring  vessels,  (i,  1-5,  Insl..  ii, 
1.)  A  distinction,  however,  was  taken  between 
the  sen.  which  was  «  res  communes*  and 
navigable  rivers,  which  were  «  res  publicae.  >• 
The  same  view  was  taken  by  Grotius  (Lib.  II, 
c.  ii,  §  12),  but  the  great  weight  of  authority 
since  Vattel  is  that  the  state  through  which  a 
river  flows  is  to  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  right 
of  foreigners  to  the  use  of  such  river. — Whea- 
ton,  Int.  Law,  i,  229;  Vattel  I.  i,  g  292. 

A  nation,  and  its  members,  through  the  ter- 
ritories of  which  runs  a  navigable  river,  have 
the  right  to  navigate  the  river  to  and  from  the 
high  seas,  even  though  passing  through  the 
territory  of  another  nation,  subject,  however, 
to  the  right  of  the  latter  nation  to  make  neces- 
sary or  reasonable  police  regulations  for  its 
own  peace  and  safety. — President  Grant,  Mes- 
sage, Dec.  1870. 

When  a  river  affords  to  an  inland  state  the 
only,  or  the  only  convenient  means  of  access  to 
the  ocean  and  to  the  rest  of  mankind,  its  right 
becomes  so  strong,  that  according  to  natural 
justice  possession  of  territory  ought  to  be 
regarded  as  a  far  inferior  ground  of  right.... 
Transit,  then,  when  necessary,  may  be  deman- 
ded as  a  right:  an  interior  nation  has  a  ser- 
vitude along  nature's  pathway,  through  the 
property  of  its  neighbor,  to  reach  the  great 
highway  of  nations,—  Woolsey,  Int.  Law,  $•  62. 

Among  the  maxims  laid  down  by  Heffter  is 
the  following:— No  state  has  a  right  to  cut 
another  off  from  the  innocent  use  of  its  usual 
ways  of  communication  with  a  third  state. 
"The  older  writers  called  this  the  fits  transitu*, 
or  jus  passagti  intwxii,  but  disputed  whether 
it  is  a  perfect  or  imperfect  right." 

Navigation  for  the  purpose  of  trade  is  not  to 
be  interdicted  to  any  person  on  such  navigable 
waters  as  traverse  the  territory  of  several 
states,  this  being  conditioned  on  their  confor- 
mity to  local  police  regulations. — Rule  1,  Con- 
gress of  Vienna,  1015. 

If  the  freedom  of  the  seas  is  a  principle 
definitely  established  by  the  laws  of  peoples, 


and  is  recognized  in  the  practice  of  nations,  it 
seems  logical  and  natural  at  first  sight  that  it 
should  be  applied  to  the  navigation  of  rivers, 
also  great  mediums  of  communication  between 
communities  and  perpetual  sources  of  the 
progress  and  civilization  of  nations.— Calvo, 
I,  §  157- 


Thr  visit  of  President  Roca  to  this  capital 
still  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  speculation.  Prom 
local  sources  we  learn  that  lie  is  coining  next 
month,  and  the  naval  vessels  which  are  to 
meet  him  off  Sinta  Cilharina  and  bring  him 
safely  in,  have  already  b*eu  selected.  In 
Buenos  Aires,  however,  less  certainty  seems  to 
prevail.  One  dispatch  siys  til  it  lis  will  visit 
us  in  July  and  will  remain  here  a  week,  while 
the  Pah  correspondent  siys  tint  owing  to  the 
preparations  which  are  making  to  receive  him, 
lie  will  probably  come  in  August,  Well,  we 
can  not  see  that  it  will  make  any  very  great 
difference  whether  it  is  June,  July,  or  August. 
The  shoe  dosn't  pinch  us  there  at  all  !  The 
main  point  for  Argentines  and  Brazilians  to 
consider,  in  view  of  the  financial  distress 
prevailing  in  both  countries,  is  that  of  expense. 
Can  either  of  tlieni  afford  the  expenditure 
which  such  a    visit  entails? 


The  jacobins  profess  to  be  verv  indignant 
at  the  statement  made  bv  Dr.  Erico  Coelho 
that  Messrs.  N.  M.  Rothschild  &  Son  have 
advised  President  Campos  Salles  to  reject 
their  overtures  for  an  alliance.  Such  advice 
would,  they  say,  be  very  humiliating  to  Brazil, 
But,  in  our  opinion,  still  more  humiliating  to 
this  country  were  the  bill  which  on  Sept.  iS, 
1893,  Deputy  NilO  Peeanhi  introduced  in 
congress  authorizing  foreign  nations  to  seize 
Brazilian  war  vessels,  and  decree  No.  1,560,  of 
Oct.  10  of  the  same  rear,  signed  by  M  irshal 
Floriano  Peixoto  and  his  cabinet,  which  was 
intended  to  promote  covertly  the  same  object. 
No  less  humiliating  to  the  country  were  the 
unceasing  efforts  made  by  the  government  at 
that  time  to  provoke  the  revolutionists,  by 
means  of  the  otherwise  useless  fire  of  sharp- 
shooters, into  bombarding  the  city  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  thus  embroil  them  in  a  conflict 
with  the  foreign  squadrons  in  this  port. 


THE  QUEEN'S  BIRTHDAY, 
■The  Queen's  birthday  has  been  a  great  event 
for  well  nigh  three  generations  past,  but;Her 
Majesty's  ooth  birthday  in  the  62nd  year  of 
her  extraordinarily  long  reign  was  an  especial 
occasion,  and  all  the  British  and  Americans  in 
Rio  with  many  Brazilians  hastened  to  pay 
their  respects  to  the  official  representatives  of 
the  Empress-Queen  on  the  24th  inst.  In 
honor  of  the  day,  the  British  minister,  Mr. 
E.  C.  II.  Phipps,  C.  B.,  gave  a  breakfast  to 
the  diplomatic  corps  and  a  few  friends  at  his 
residence  in  the  Villa  L.sopoldiua,  Alto  da  Ti- 
juca,  followed  by  a  garden  party,  Amongst 
those  present  at  the  breakfast  were  Dr.  Olyntho 
ilc  Magalhfies,  the  foreign  minister  ;  Count 
Antouelli,  the  Italian  minister  ;  Count  d'Arco 
Valley,  German  minister;  Mr.  Chas.  Page 
Bryan,  the  United  States  minister  ;  Dr.  A.  C. 
Vicuna,  Chilian  minister  ;  Baron  tie  Fallon, 
Belgian  minister ;  Sr.  Lampreia,  the  Portu- 
guese charge  d'affaires  ;  Count  Leo  d'Vrsel, 
Belgian  secretary  of  legation  ;  .Sir  Brooke 
Boothbv,  British  secretary  of  legation  ;  Lieut. 
Shiptoii,  U.  8.  inilitarv  attache  ;  Mr.  anil  Mrs.

At  the  reception  which  followed  there  was 
a  numerous  attendance,  amongst  whom  were 
the  charges  d'affaires  of  Austria -PI  11 11  garv  and 
Japan,  Mr.  and  Mr.  D.  McNeill,  Mr.  D  T.

The  reception  in  the  consulate  was  a  highly 
interesting  one.  From  ir  a.  in.  until  1  p.  in, 
the  large  office  was  thronged  Immediately 
on  entering  the  room  the  eye  was  caught  by 
the  Union  Jack  and  ihe  Stars  and  Stripes  in- 
tertwined on  the  opposite  wall,  the  Brazilian 
flag  being  the  only  other  mural  decoration. 
Just  inside  the  door,  Her  Majesty's  consul- 
general,  Mr.  W.  G.  Wagstaff.  C.  M.  G,,  in 
full  uniform  and  wearing  his  decorations, 
warmly  greeted  all  the  subjects  of  his  Queen, 
and  extended  a  still  more  cordial  reception,  if 
possible,  to  her  foreign  well-wishers.  His 
task  was  an  arduous  one,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  list  of  visitors  we  publish  below,  which  is 
by  no  means  complete,  but  he  was  admirably 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Wagstaff  and  her  niece,  Mis's 
Webster  ;  while  Mr.  C.  B.  Rhind,  the  vice- 
consul,  anil  Mr.  George  Land,  the  pro-consul, 
were  indefatigable  in  their  attentions  to  the 
visitors.  All  his  old-time  friends  in  Rio  were 
glad  to  find  that  the  genial  consul-general  and 
his  wife  had  returned  rejuvenated  by  their 
home  trip,  aird  next  to  the  loyalty  ■  which 
prompted  the  visit  of  the  majority  was  the 
feeling  of  pleasure  at  seeing  them  hack  again 
in  Rio  in  time  for  so  auspicious  an  occasion. 
To  shake  hands  heartily  with  200  guests  as 
they  came  in  and  shake  hands  as  cordiallv 
with  them  again  on  leaving,  was  no  light  task 
in  two  hours,  but  to  this  the  popular  consul 
addedthe  work  of  saying  the  words  appropriate 


to  liis  duly  as  Her  Majesty's  representative  to 
each  one.  and  having  a  private  salute  for  each 
of  his  old  friends,  and  they  were  many,  Tile 
occasion  as  a  demonstration  of  loyalty  to 
Queen  Victoria  will  not  readily  be  forgotten 
by  those  who  were  present,  whatever  their 
nationality  may  have  been,  We  can  only  hope 
that  God  will  save  the  venerable  Queen  for 
many  years  to  come,  and  that  Mr.  Wagstaff 
will  be'  here  to  represent  her.

—Among  the  imports  at  Genoa  from  Brazil 
in  the  last  quarter  of  1S9S  were  600  piue-apptes 
from  1'ernambuco. 

—The  government  has  authorized  the  Rio 
de  Janeiro  Harbour  and  Dock  Company  Lim- 
ited to  transact  business  in  Brazil. 

—  At  lYniamhuco  the  Associacao  Commer- 
cial has  called  a  general  meeting  of  its  mem- 
bers for  the  purpose  of  protesting  against 
burdensome  taxes.       • 

—A  coffee  plantation  near  Campinas,  Sao 
Paulo,  said  to  have  been  valued  at  130,000$, 
was  sold  at  auction  the  other  day  for  13,000$  ! 
That  is  a  better  illustration  of  the  situation 
than  any  we  can  find  iu  the  official  reports. 

—The  first  shipments  of  the  Rubber  Estates 
of  Para  reached  ICngla ml  in  the  beginning  of 
this  month  and  were  disposed  of  within  three 
days  after  arrival.  The  fine  rubber  realised 
41*.'  id.  per  pound,.mediuni  4  s.  per  pound,  and 
negrohead  2s.  g}4  d  per  pound. 

—The  contractors  who  received  from  the 
state  government  of  Amazonas  the  sum  of 
2,70.S,oo:>5  in  compensation  for  the  annulment 
of  their  contract  for  port  improvements  nt 
Manaos  have  quarreled  over  the  division  of 
the  money  and  are  now  engaged  iu  a  lawsuit. 
—The  Bolivian  government  has  revoked 
the  acts  of  Minister  Paravieini  in  regard 
to  contested  questions  relative  to  boundary 
customhouses  on  the  Rio  Acre.  Paravieini  has 
been  recalled  and  a  new  minister  appointed, 
who  will  propably  seek  to  regulate  these  ques- 
tions by  an  accord  between  the  two  countries. 
—Oi!  the  23rd  inst.  the  president  of  the 
chamber  of  deputies  nominated  Deputies  Ser- 
zedello.  Nilo  Pecauha,  Alcindo  Guanabara, 
Klias  Fausto,  and  Tosta  to  report  upon  the 
representation  of  business  men  against  the 
new  consumption  taxes.  The  hopelessness  of 
the  situation  could  not  be  more  strongly  con- 
finned. 

—During  the  year  1N9S  the  savings  bank 
(cai.va  ecoiioinica)  of  Sao  Paulo  received  12,786 
deposits  amounting  to  4,764,7521000,  and 
paid  out  io,SSi  withdrawals  amounting  to 
5,052,2295569.  showing  on  excess  iu  withdraw- 
als of  277,477^569.  Iu  1897  the  withdrawals 
exceeded  the  entries  by  504,5I3#675>  f''0111 
which  it  is  seen  that  the  bank  lost  a  total  or 
781,991^244. 

—The  president  of  the  Banco  da  Republica 
requests  holders  of  gold  bonds  of  1S6S  to  call 
to-day  att  o'clock  p.  m.  at  the  bank  for  the 
purpose  of  conferring  with  him  in  regard  to 
the  conversion  of  these  bonds.  It  is  reported 
that  he  is  authorized  by  the  government  to 
extend  to  the  s:iid  bonds  the  provisions  of 
the  funding  scheme  and  to  pay  to  bond  hold- 
ers who  refuse  to  accept  this  offer  the  sum  of 
2,200$  for  each  bond. 

—  If  agriculturists  and  manufacturers  may 
go  to  the  government  for  assistance,  we  see  no 
reason  why  shoe-makers,  and  blacksmiths, 
and  girdeners,  and  printers,  and  stone-masons, 
etc. ,  may  not  do  the  suite,  Just  now  there 
is  precious  little  work  going,  and  they  are  all 
in  need  of  help.  Will  congress  provide  so 
that  each  and  everyone  can  go  lo  the  treas- 
ury and  get  a  small  loan  on  easy  terms  ? 

—According  to  the  Estado  the  Sao  Paulo 
water  works  will  this  year  yield  a  revenue  of 
over  two  thousand  contos,  For  the  month  of 
April  the  gross  receipts  were  25i,c,9j:fS()o,  and 
the  working  expenses  1  [9,236^72.  But  how  are 
the  water  rates  paid,  monthly,  quarterly,  half 
yearly,  or  yearly?  And  has  the  department 
no  debts,  and  no  administration  expenses? 
If  2,000,000$  represents  a  net  surplus,  then 
the  rates  should  be  reduced,  for  government 
ought  not  to  make  a  profit  on  the  supply  of 
water? 

—  According  to  returns  published  by  the 
custom-house  the  official  value  of  imports  at 
Rio  de  Janeiro  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
present  year  was  54,334,719$.

— The  Bahia  Coneio  de  Noticias  denies  the 
notice  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  S.  Francisco 
steamers  and  other  property  to  the  Empreza 
Viaciio.  The  Correio  says  that  the  state  has 
expended  about  700,000!  iu  acquiring  ami  im- 
proving the  property,  including  260,000$  spent 
in  the  purchaseof  Viacao  shares.  The  reported 
sale  of  the  property  to  its  former  owner  (the 
Empreza  Viacao)  for  a  little  over  400,000;$  is 
not  true,  as  the  state  has  made  an  agreement 
for  the  sale  of  the  material  for  468,000$,  which 
the  Correio  considers  a  profitable  transaction. 
That  depends,  however,  on  how  we  take  the 
Correio's  explanation.  If  the  state  of  Bahia 
retains  the  260,000$  worth  of  shares, then  there 
is  an  apparent  profit  of  38,000$  in  the  trans- 
action, supposing  that  700,000$  covers  the 
outlay.  But  is  the  investment  a  good  one  ? 
Will  the  state  get  any  return  from  those 
shares  ? 


— A  telegram  of  the  25th  inst  from  Paid 
says  that  merchants  iu  that  city  intend  suing 
the  Bolivian  representa  live  Paravieini  fpr  re- 
covery of  money  which  he  unduly  collected 
from  them  in  payment  of  duties.  The  same 
telegram  states  that  Paravieini  is  reported  to 
have  rehutted  money  lo  Buenos  Aires,

—  On  Saturday  the  20th  currency  auto-da-fe 
look  place  at  the  engine  room  of  the  custom- 
house, the  aggregate  burned  up  to  that  date 
being  20,000,000$.  We  are  glad  to  note  that 
the  minister  is  disposed  lo  keep  the  fires  light- 
ed, and  we  hear  it  said  that  he  proposes  lo 
burn  double  this  amount  before  the  year  closes. 
Bravo! 

—We  are  glad  to  see  that  Deputy  Augnsto 
Montenegro  in  framing  bis  bill  embodying 
the  go"ernnient's  financial  ideas,  was  not 
unmindful  of  a  suggestion  of  The  Kio  News. 
The  guarantee  fund,  according  to  this  bill,  is 
to  be  deposited,  not  in  the  national  treasury, 
but  iu  some  London  banking  establishment. 
Deputy  Serzedello  in  all  the  zeal  of  his  ueo- 
jaeobinisin  opposes  this  idea,  which  he  con- 
siders derogatory  lo  the  character  of  previous 
goverimientsof  Brazil.  Of  those,  for  instance, 
that  unceremoniously  made  use  of  the  gold 
deposited    iu    the    treasury   by  banks  of  issue. 

—In  the  comment  that  we  made  iu  our 
issue  of  February  2S  011  .Mr.  Beaumont's  valu- 
able report  oil  Brazilian  finance  we  showed 
that  it  contained  statements  that  were  mislead- 
ing on  account  of  being  founded  011  in- 
complete data.  We  mentioned,  for  instance, 
that  readers  of  that  report  would  be  led  to 
suppose  that  in  1897  the  expenditure  of  the 
war  department  had  been  reduced  to  45,166,- 
29S5  and  the  whole  expenditure  of  the  coun- 
try to  312.523,828$.  "We  were  not  able  at  the 
time  to  give  figures  more  approximately  cor- 
rect, for  they  had  not  then  been  made  public 
by  the  government,  which  now,  however,  has 
at  last  furnished  a  statement  (still  incomplete) 
showing  that  the  war  department  spent  that 
year  at  least  57,000,000$  and  that  the  total 
expenditure  was  not  less  than  398,000,000$. 
The  revenue  for  the  year  is  now  stated  lo  have 
been  310.000,000$,  The  deficit  was  conse- 
quently at  least  88,000,000$.
